With a promise by the weather 
bureau of continued cold, windy 
weather today, after a whole day of 
icy winds Sunday, March is with us 
properly heralded and welcomed. 

Chasing hats was the most popu- 
lar pastime Sunday.

The wind inflicted considerable 
damage. The temperature, dropping 
to 24 degrees shortly after nightfall, 
caused many pipes to burst.

Win- 
dow glass fell from the higher sto- 
ries of several skyscrapérs, although 
nobody has been reported as having 
been injured. 

What is considered the most seri- 
ous catastrophe attributable to the 
wind was the wrecking of the air- 
plane belonging to Aviator Edward 
Stinson. Stinson is in Dayton, Ohio, 
and the machine had been left at 
Candler field in charge of a mechanic. 
The machine was on the open field 
and late in the afternoon it was 
overturned and carried more than 
100 feet by the wind, wrecking the 
tail, wings, fusilage and,parts of the 
huge engine itself. The damage is 
estimated at $1,500.

Fiume has begun with a 
blockade against commodities, 
cluding foodstuffs. | 

“Perhaps we may appea 
lenient toward those 
Fiume,” said General Caviglia, 
the gevernment forées, today, “but 
it is not so. We shall exercise an 
iron blockade against the forces of 
Gabriele D’Annunzio. I am not of- 
fering them the slightest atom, but 
the children must be cared for. 
That is why I allowed two hundred 
children to come out of Fiume and 
proceed*to Milan.” 

The correspondent has gleaned 
opinions of all sorts in Fiume. 
Those of the citizens*with whom he. 
has talked seemed unanimous that 
the situation was crtical and that 
the city now is in the deepest of 
despair, financially and commer- 
cially. " ; : 

“We are starving,” said‘a promi- 
nent banker, who ,previously had 
been a strong supporter: of Italian 
annexation. “We are unable to go 
further. We now are ready for an 
international city. We want our 
port reopened to commerce. We 
want the city occupied either by an 
American or a_ British ‘garrison. 
The present @tate is impossible.” 

Gabriele d’Annunzio has ordered 
another deportation of Croats and 
other foreigners who are “pernicous 
by their presence for the proper de- 
fense of the city.” The socialists 
also have been included in the gen- 
eral cleaning out-of the city.

Bankers 
are complaini of the lack of sta- 
bility of currency, while \ -rkmen 
are demanding payment for their 
toi] in coin. 

“Our money situation is appal- 
ling,” saig@ one of Fiume’s promi- 
nent bankers to the correspondént 
today. “It has; been counterfeited 
to such an extent that now we do 
not know any values. There are all- 
kinds of crowns in  circulation— 
Fiume, Jugo-Slav. Polish, Hunga-. 
rian, Czecho-Slovk and Austrian 
crowns. Then there is the lire. All 
of them are in circulation, defaced 
and counterfeited. We must have 
a new money that is stable.”

Washington, “a combination of 
political caucus, drawing room and: 
civil service bureaus,” containing 
“statesmen who are politicians and 
politicians who are not statesmen,” 
is poorly organized for its task 
which “fewer men of larger capaci- 
ty would do better.” 

Such is an epitome of the views 
of Franklin K. Lane, retiring secre- 
tary of the interior, expressed in a 
characteristic parting report to the 
president on the occasion of leaving 
public life today after more than 
twenty years’ service—the last 
seven in the cabinet. / 

Rich in Brains, 

“Washington,” says the retiring 
secretary, “is rich in brains and char- 
acter: It is honest byeond any com- 
mercial standard. It wishes to do 
everything that will promote the 
public good. But it is poorly or- 
ganized for the task that belongs to 
it. Fewer men of larger capacity 
would do the task better. : Ability 
is not lacking, but it is pressed to 
the point of paralysis because of an 
infinitude of details and unwilling- 
ness on the part of the great body 
of public servants to take the re- 
sponsibility. Everyone seems to he 
afraid of everyone. The self-pro- 
tective sense is developed ab- 
normally, the creative sense atro- 
Trust, confidence, enthusi- 
asm-<these simple virtues of al? 
great business -are the ones most 
lacking in government organization. 
We have so many. checks ard brakes 
upon owr work that our progress 
does not keep pace with the nation’s 
requirements.

“T have for two months, in all my

“Throughout practically all of the 
reports of federal reserve agents,” 
the statement said, “there runs 
Plainly a recognition of the exis- 
tence of an overstrained condition. 
of credit and of some-~- continued 
tendency toward speculative opera- 
tions. High living costs and the 
upward movement of prices have 
apparently not been checked, al- 
though there is a decrease in-prices 
in certain lines and a tendency to- 
ward restricted trade in others. In- 
terest rates are rising in most dis- 
tricts while banks are exercising a 
greater degree of discrimination 
and judgment in meeting’ the de- 
mands of their customers.”

Bonds of gzovernments, 
whose ability, to pay is beyond 
question, are considered the safest 
form in which capital can be in- 
vested, and, in consequence, the 
interest return is comparatively 
low. In general it might be said 
that low interest rates on bonds 
usually indicate a well-secured. in- 
vestment. -Such a statement, how- 
ever. is subiect to this modifica- 
tion—that bond issues, in matters 
of rates, as in other features, must 
meet the -condition prevailing in 
the investment money market at 
the time of their isspe. ° 
Government Bonds. 


Government bonds are usually is- 
sued to pay the cost of large public 
enterprises — including war — the 
carrying through’ of .which may 
reasonably be expected to increase 
the taxable wealth or prevent it 
from shrinking, and so promote the 
safety or prosperity of the state.

Registered bonds are 
bonds whose ownership is recorded 
with a registrar, usually a bank or 
trust company: Interest payments 
are usually made by check drawn to 
the order of the owner as recorded 
and mailed or otherwise dispatchéd 
to him by the corporation itself or 
by the bank or trust company ap- 
pointed to perform that. service.

When ownership of such 
bonds changes certain formalities 
must be complied with and a record 
of the change noted on the books of 
the registrar. Some bonds can only 
be registered as to principal, 
terest being paid by ‘means of cou- 
pons. 

Coupon bonds, on the other 
bear, attached to the certificate it- 
self, a series of*@oupons, each of 
which when detached and present- 
ed on the interest date to the cor- 
portation or to its appointed fiscal 
agent is good for 'the amount of 
interest called for. Because many 
banks will collect coupons for their 
customers upon payment of a small 
collection charge they are frequent- 
ly deposited in a bank by the holder 
as currency or checks are deposited. 
No record can be kept of the own- 
ership of coupon bonds, because 
they are made out to bearer and 
may change hands without restric- 
tion.

DRASTIC DEMOTION 
FOR ARMY OFICERS 


a 


Washington, February 29.—Drag- 
tic reduction of permanent officers 
of the army from their temporary 
ranks to regular army grades, ef- 
fective March 15. has been ordered 
by General March, chief of staff. Of 
approximately 3,000 officers now 
holding temporary rank higher than 
their permanent appointments, about 
2,000 probably will be returned to 
their regular status. ¢ 

Field officers only will be affected. 
The number of officers holding gen-| 
eral rank are now within the al- 
lowance and there will be no cut in 
the grades of those below the rank 
of major. 

Final lists of demotion have not 
yet been compiled. Orders were sent 
out recently from the office of the 
chief of staff directing commanders 
of territorial departments and heads 
of bureaus to submft recommenda- 
tions for extensive reductions and 
these reperts are now being studied 
by the general staff. 

The bulk of demotions is.expected 
to come from the btreaus in Wash- 
ington, as there are but few surplus 
officers of temporary rank on duty 
with troops. Recommendations of 
bureau chiefs have not been uniform, 
but range from 50 to 75 per cent. 
As emergency officers will continue 
to hold their present grade, the de- 
motion plan is said to present diffi- 
culties in some bureau, such as the 


quartermaster and the ordnance de- 


partments, wherefreduction of reg- 
ular officer would leave section | 
chiefs with lower ranks than many 


emergency officers now serving un- 
der them. 

Under the commonly termed 18,000 
officers’ law, which authorized that 
number of officers as the temporary 
maximum, all emergency officers 
must.be discharged by July 1 tinless 
additional legislation is enacted. 

There are approximatley 7,800 reg- 
ular officers holding temporary 
ranks at the signing of the armis- 
tice. Reductions have been made 
from time to time, since November 
11,-1918, in accordance with the pol- 
icy announced by Secretary Baker 
of demoting officers as soon as the 
emergency dtty which justified the 
higher grade has been completed, 
with the result that to date more 
than 4,000 demotions have occurred.
